In  his  address  to  the  annual  general  meeting  Chairman  David  Dransfield 
presented  the  latest  and  most  comprehensive  outline  of  our  club's  future  home , 
which  now  seems  likely  to  exceed  earlier  expectations . 


The  developer  had  acquired  or 
taken  options  on  several  additional 
properties  adjacent  to  our  Club  site, 
opening  the  way  to  a  much  more 
ambitious  concept,  he  said. 


This  had  enabled  the  developer 
to  extend  our  Club’s  originally  pro¬ 
posed  accommodation  and 
preliminary  plans  had  been  submit¬ 
ted  to  the  City  Commissioners. 


David  spelled  out  to  the  meeting 
in  considerable  detail  the  redevelop¬ 
ment  proposals  from  initial  to  pre¬ 
sent  stages. 


"This  has  been  a  watershed  year 
in  the  history  of  our  Club,"  he  said. 


"Members  will  be  aware  that, 
following  months  of  effort  by  your 
committee,  including  the  offering  of 
the  Clubhouse  for  sale  by  public 


tender,  arrangements  were  finally 
concluded,  with  the  overwhelming 


approval  of  members,  for  the  sale  of 
the  Clubhouse  and  redevelopment 
of  the  site  as  part  of  a  project  en¬ 
compassing  a  number  of  adjoining 
properties. 


"Members  will  no  doubt  be  anx¬ 
ious  to  know  the  present  situation 
and  I  am  pleased  at  this  time  to  ad¬ 
vise  that  preliminary  plans  have 
been  submitted  to  the  City  Commis¬ 
sioners. 


"However,  more  importantly,  the 
developer  has  now  broadened  the 
concept  of  the  development  to  in¬ 
clude  other  properties  not  previous¬ 
ly  considered. 

"Apart  from  our  own  site,  the 
developer  now  owns  or  has  options 
on  Broadcast  House,  Legacy 
House,  C.U.S.A.  House,  Alfred 
Moss  House,  Estates  Mortgage 
House,  the  Post  Office  Building  and 
St.  Paul  Bookshop.  He  is 
negotiating  on  Beaumont  House. 


Two  Towers 


"Instead  of  one  tower  block,  it  is 
now  envisaged  that  there  will  be  at 
least  two  towers  in  the  development. 
"Although  plans  are  not  final  at  this 
stage  the  developer  has  provided  us 
with  preliminary  sketches, 

"These  indicate  that  the  Club, 
possibly  with  two  other  clubs,  will 
be  located  in  one  tower,  together 
with  a  number  of  floors  of  top 
quality  residential  accommodation. 

"Because  of  the  enlargement  of 
the  project  the  developer  has  advis¬ 
ed  that  we  will  probably  not  receive 
notice  to  quit  the  site  before 
February  1989. 

"Several  members  have  enquired 
as  to  the  position  regarding  the 
Heritage  Council.  I  am  pleased  to 
confirm  that,  following  an  inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  Club,  no  orders  have 
been  put  on  the  building  or  its  con¬ 
tents. 

"They  have  simply  recommended 
retention  of  certain  features  of  the 
interior  of  the  Clubhouse.  These 
refer  to  the  Board  Room,  the  Club 
Room  and  the  first  floor  bar. 

"In  point  of  fact,  it  has  always 
been  our  intention  to  preserve  the 
ambience  of  these  areas  anyway  and 
this  will  not  pose  any  problems  in 
the  redevelopment. 

"As  previously  advised,  ar¬ 
rangements  are  in  place  for  the  ac¬ 
commodation  of  members  at  other 
city  clubs  during  the  rebuilding 
stage. 

"I  refer  to  the  American  National 
Club,  Royal  Automobile  Club,  the 
Sydney  Club,  City  Tattersalls  Club, 
the  Masonic  Club,  the  Catholic 
Club  and  the  Bowlers  Club. 
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David  Dransficld’s  verbal  picture 
of  the  Club’s  new  home  in  the  for¬ 
thcoming  redevelopment  will  delight 
and  excite  members. 

But  that  should  not  deter 
members  from  a  moral  duty  he  has 
imposed  upon  all  of  us. 

This  is  to  work  vigorously 
towards  helping  to  restore  the  Club 
to  its  former  financial  stability. 

The  catalyst  of  the  present  un¬ 
satisfactory  financial  position  is 
twofold: 

The  loss  of  more  than  1,100 
members  in  the  previous  financial 
year  when  subscriptions  were  raised. 

An  alarming  decline  in  usage  of 
many  of  the  Club’s  excellent  recrea¬ 
tional,  social  and  functional 
amenities. 

Obviously  the  second  factor  does 
not  reflect  any  significant  decline  in 
loyal  members’  support  of  Club 
facilities  but  is  a  logical  and  in¬ 
evitable  consequence  of  smaller 
membership. 

Yet,  as  David  has  said,  usage  re¬ 
mains  the  key  to  profitable  trading. 

So  the  answer  to  both  problems 
is  a  recruiting  drive  to  restore  our 
membership  base. 

Contributions  from  newly  in¬ 
troduced  members  would  im¬ 
mediately  tend  to  improve  the 
Club’s  income.  No  less  important¬ 
ly,  the  growth  in  membership  would 
significantly  generate  increased 
usage,  a  vital  source  of  revenue. 

The  task  is  now  in  our  hands. 
The  need  is  urgent  and  time  is  short, 
for  the  membership  list  will  close 
when  we  vacate  the  premises  for 
redevelopment,  probably  little  more 
than  six  months  hence. 

Members’  efforts  to  introduce 
newcomers  in  the  remaining  time 
will  be  well  supported  by  the  Club 
Committee  decision  some  time  ago

"Members  are  reminded  that 
membership  will  close  when  the  site 
is  vacated  and  substantial  entrance 
fees  will  apply  to  new  members 
when  the  new  Clubhouse  opens. 

"It  therefore  behoves  all  members 
to  introduce  new  members  before 
that  time. 

"At  the  date  of  this  meeting  there 
are  2,730  members  compared  to 
2,138  at  the  same  date  last  year. 

"Considering  we  lost  over  1,100 
members  last  year  when  subscrip¬ 
tions  were  raised  this  is  encouraging 
but  we  still  have  a  way  to  go  to  re¬ 
establish  our  membership  base.

JOHN  CECIL  O’DEA 

Joined  Tattersall’s  June  27,  1927. 

Tattersall’s  Club  membership  is  an  O’Dea  family 
tradition.  The  line  of  succession  is:  Cecil’s  father  John 
Henry,  a  pioneer  member  who  served  on  the  Club  Com¬ 
mittee  for  25  years,  Cecil,  his  sons  David  and  Michael. 
David  retired  from  the  Club  several  years  ago  to  take 
over  a  property  at  Canowindra. 

Cecil,  now  83,  is  the  Club’s  longest  standing  member. 
His  physical  spryness,  captivating  personality  and 
whimsical  anecdote  belie  his  years.  Members  and  guests 
who  attended  the  Club’s  Centenary  dinner  last  May  will 
remember  his  delivery  of  a  couple  of  rollicking  songs  to 
their  great  appreciation. 

Now  retired  and  living  at  Killara  he  comes  to  town 
almost-every  day  to*  visit  the  large  law  firm  Michael  now 
heads.  This  has  grown  from  the  smaller  practice  Cecil 
founded. 

During  the  depression  Cecil  entered  the  legal  profes¬ 
sion  as  an  articled  clerk  then  joined  a  law  firm  at  the 
princely  salary  of  ten  shillings  a  week.  Then,  as  the 
depression  deepened,  he  was  one  of  six  young  fellows 
retrenched. 

"That  was  the  best  thing  that  ever  happened  to  me," 
he  said.  "I  took  an  office  at  the  corner  of  Pitt  and  Park 
Streets  and  soon  built  up  a  good  business.  I  practised 
for  more  than  60  years." 

At  one  stage  he  also  ran  a  dairy  farm  at  North  Rich¬ 
mond  but  that  was  financially  disastrous. 

Cecil  kept  himself  physically  and  mentally  toned  for 
his  growing  legal  practice  with  a  daily  plunge  in  Tatt’s 
pool  and  workout  in  the  gym. 

This  supplemented  his  hard  Rugby  Union  training 
programme.  He  played  with  Sydney  University.  Rand- 
wick  and  Eastern  Suburbs  clubs  and  won  a  place  in  the 
Australian  Universities  team  touring  New  Zealand. 

Cecil  also  enjoyed  boxing  —  strictly  as  an  amateur. 
He  sparred  with  such  greats  as  Eugene  Criqui,  Sid  God¬ 
frey  and  others. 


His  other  sporting  love,  sailing  (two  Sydney-Hobart 
races),  brought  him  a  special  role  in  World  War  II  as  a 
member  of  the  Coast  Watch  surveillance  organisation 
patrolling  our  coasts  against  possible  Japanese  ap¬ 
proaches. 

He  then  joined  the  Navy  for  two  years. 

Cecil,  a  Tatt’s  stalwart,  sums  up  his  appreciation  of 
our  treasured  institution:  "It’s  just  great."
